TARIFFS. 


DENOUNCES PROPOSALS FOR 
FISCAL. CHANGE. 


HONGKONG 


An important pronouncement on 
tariffs comes from Sir Charles 
Stewart Addis, a director of the 
Bank of Kngland, and chairman of 
the Lendon committee, Hongkong 
and Shanghai Banking Corporn- 
tion, 

Part of the so-called Empire Free 
Trade policy ia to bring in the 
Crown: Colonies. Sir Charles 
Addis, who has had vast experience 
in Crown Golonies, particularly 
Hongkong, speaks with some au- 
thority. 

Addressing the Edinburgh Cham- 
ber of Commerce Sir Charles said 
that unless Protection meant high- 
er prices it had no meaning. 

He udded: 

Free Trade still holds the feld as 
the recognised fiseat policy of this 
country, and the burden of proof 
lies upon those who propose any 
departure from it. 


BANKER. 


SUI Grentest Trading Country. 


Britain is stil the greatest 
trading country of the world, and 
even Jost year British exports per 
head of the population were more 
than twice as much as those of 
cither France or,the United States. 
That is nu postwar record of which 
any country might be proud, 

What Protection amounts to is 
that the policy ia not only selfish, 
but short-sighted, that immediate 
private gain) may be dearly paid 
for by future national loss, due to 
the restriction of trade, that to 
bolster up private industries which 
are not efficient enough to stand 
upon their own legs against com- 
petition and there ix no pretext 
for proteeting: any other--involves 
an interference with the national 
dvision of labour which must tend 
te reduce tugeregate preduction and 
diminish the national dividend 
available for distribution among 
the various economic groups. 


Retaliation. 


For Great Britain, to whose con- 
tinued national existence foreign 
trade is vital, the presumption is 
in fuvour of Free Trade, no matter 
what other nations may do. 

I find it difteult to discuss re- 
taliation in mensured terms, Re- 
taliation will only tend to intensify 
und to extend the original injury 
und lend to more retaliation, Great 
Britain js nowndays in a peculiarly 
defenceless and’ ineffective condi- 
tion to wield the weapon of tariffs 
as a weapon of offence. 

“For the life of me. have never 
been able to see how you are going 
to stimulate your foreign ‘trade, on 
which you ought to concentrate, by 
any polley whieh involves an’ ine 
crease of prices,” 


Disastrous. 


Referring to Imperial preference, 
Sir Chnrles Addis said that it was 
not possible to make any change In 
the national fiseal system without 
provoking International: reactions. 

“A serious responsibility lies up- 
on all those who are prepared to

ats in such good stead .in the past 


in favour of a system which must 
inevitubly drag. this country into 
the arena of competing tariffs on 
the Continent, ee :

CHINA’S PROVINCIAL 
GOVERNMENT. 


One of the subjecta which re- 
cently came before ‘the plenary 
session of the Central] Exetutive 
Committee of the Kuomintang was 
a bold proposal sponsored, among 
others, by General Chan Ming- 
shu and Mr, Hu Han-min, for the 
abolition of the provincial divi- 
aions and the substitution for them 
of the old Tao, or clreuit, as the 
administrative unit. The sugyes- 
tion, however, was. not immedinate- 
ly acted upon, for the conference 
reached the decision thnt as the 
ixsue was one involving the whole 
provincial structure, it was too 
important «a matter to be decided 
hastily, As a result, it was de- 
cided to refer the recommendation 
to the Central Politicnl Council 
which will instruct a special 
committee to deliberate ‘on the 
whole problem of abolishing the 
committee system in -Provincial 
Governments. If the Central 
Political Council considers its 
abolition advisable, then it will 
scek final sanction from the Fourth 
Kuomintang Congress which will 
be held some time Inter in the 
year, 

The proposal is of. interest nx 
it’ brings into prominence ; 
has been the problem of |‘ succes- 
sive meetings of the Committee, 
the problem of centralisation. 
Differences*on this fundamental 
question in the old days wrecked 
the harmony batween the Jate Dr. 
Sun and Chan Kwihg-ming. The 
Kuomintang has never had us¢ for 

'| the lntter’a scheme of pdovincinl.de- 
velopment, and a loose federation 
under a-limited Contral Govern- 
ment. It .has, However, so far 
failed to curb the Strong’ sepira-

Civil Government of Kwangtung 
province, where lilthorto local in- 
dependence has been’ pronounced. 
It fa impossible for tho. onlooker 
at this. stuge to know how the 
aims of the Central Government 
can be reconciled with the semf- 
independenco of Chang Hsuch- 
Mang.and the Three Eastern Pro- 
vincea under his control, however 
it may be able to arrange for the 
government of his now _wide sphore 
of influence of Chinn Proper. But 
50 far as the territory over which 
Nanking contro] is undisputed is 
concerned there seems to be no 
doubt that experience justifies the 
proposed new departure and that 
it is within the bounds of practi- 
cal polities. Will it be fenaible? 
Doubtless it will rafae consider 
able acntimental opposition, and 
objections ‘based on more concrete 
reasons will easily occur to those 
whose interests in.the varioun pro- 
vincial centres are affected. But 
the main thing js to gather, as is 
being done, the chief figures in 
the provinces into the central ma- 
chine at Nanking and.so remove 
the. poasible effective centres of dis- 
turbance, If the reform were ef- 
fected, the old provincial names 
would doubtless retain something 
of their glamour, aa the ancient 
divisions of France are stil! more 
easily remembered than any of its 
many departments. But the re- 
duction of the big administrative 
divisiona to the Tao and the 
Haien would enormously facilitate 
the government of the country 
and enable the writ of Nanking to 
run with something like smooth- 
ness. 


No such big reform could be 
carricd through in a day.- Three 
thinga at least would seem to be 
necessary. The first of these, the 
elimination of the powerful pro- 
vincla] feudal lords, is well un- 
der way. The second, the subor-'| 
dination of the local Kuomintang 
organisntions to the control of the 
Governmeut, ts evidently contem- 
plated, as'we may judge from the 
recent speeches of Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek, The — third 
would be the development of an 
eMfcient civif service. The Gov- 
ernment alrendy have this matter 
in hand, The proposal now before 
it contemplates the reduction of 
the politica] element in the or- 
gan of government {the resus- 
eitated Tao, The “committee sys- 
tem,” legacy of the Russian in- 
fluence, is to go, and the new officers 
are to be directly appointed by and 
responsible to Nanking. Reiula- 
tions were put out during the year 
for the training and examination 
of District Magistrates, from 
whose ranks Wwe may suppose ‘the 
new. Intendants would be appoint- 
ed. And If we read through the 
excellent report on the finances of 
the Government which Mr. Soong 
published earlier in the year, we 
find constant references to the 
efficiency of the Customs Service 
and the value which it has as on 
model of the civil sorvice/ 

With any reform in the appoint- 
ment of officials would have to 
come, if. it were to be effective, an 
examination of the question’ of 
their pay, and a clearer division 
between what were public and what 
private: charges on the purse of 
tho office-holder. At present officials 
are expected from their remunera- 
tion to pay all their underlings,’ 
and na their offices are bought they 
have Jn’ addition to re-couping 
themsclves for . thelr initial ‘ex.

Fitness ‘for Flogging. 


Warder Plumb explained that it 
was a routine © matter every 
paride. The sick would be 
ounteres in a double row, and 
those wuiting to be interrogated 
by the Superintendent in a single 
row. The accused was not one of 
those who-complained of being 
sick. Why he should be placed in 
the sick parnde waa because he 
was also ta be examined by the 
medical officer as to his fitness for 
recoiving a flogging. For this 
purpose, he was placed at the head 
of the row with three or four 
others who were similarly on the 
report. “He would be immediate- 
ly taken away, after seeing the 
medical officer, for punlahment,”
